Meteor Known. 


A meteorite, described as half the 


size of St Paul's Cathedral, London, la 
said to have fallen at Port Alfred, 
South Africa, It made a hole in the 
ground fifty feet deep, 120 feet long and 
sixty feet wide, which would mate it 
the largest known meteorite on record, 
says the Independent.
